It is a requisite of the act, how- 
ever, that the towns and cities of 
the specified area must jointly 
develop a program for overall 
economic development of the re- 
gion. It is for this purpose that 
the Andover board has taken the 
initiative in calling a 12-town 
meeting, 

Written. invitations are being 
sent to Lawrence, Haverhill, 
Georgetown, Groveland, Merri- 
Mac, Methuen, North Andover and 
West Newbury, Mass. as well as 
Newton, Plaistow and Salem, N.H. 

In its message, the selectmen 
said: The board is confident that 
our friends and neighbors are as 
anxious as is the Town of Andover 
to develop economically and to take 
advantage of those Federal pro- 
grams which permit such develop= 
ment, 

The Federal measure provides 
for aid over a period of five years 
to sections of the country which 
have not kept pace with the 
economic growth of the rest of 
the nation, Eligible are areas of 
high unemployment, rural areas 
of low family income, Indian re- 
servations etc,

Other Action 
At the same meeting Tuesday, 
the Board fired off a telegram 
to Gov, John A, Volpe registering

A week ago the dean of the Harvard Graduate School of 
Education told an audience of Andover townspeople and 
educators that the public schools must share in the re- 
sponsibility for giving young people some criteria for 
making moral and ethical judgments. 


The events of the weekend clearly demonstrate that 
young people do need to know, and accept as preferable, 
standards which, among other things, enable them to dis- 
tinguish between innocent fun and destructive behavior. 
When 25 or so teenagers from what must certainly be 
classed as a culturally privileged community can sub- 
jugate whatever rules of personal deportment usually 
restrain them to indulge in an act of mass vandalism, it is 
an indication that, though they may be old enough to drive 
a car and very nearly old enough for military service, they 
are not yet fully equipped to make mature judgments. 

The abuse heaped upon the Andover High School coach 
by adults who disagreed with his decision to discipline 
members of the football squad who were involved is 
further indication that we cannot rely entirely upon the 
traditional techniques for the nurturing of a sense of in 
dividual responsibility. They are obviously not foolproof. 

Dick Collins’ punishment was harsh. According to some, 
needlessly harsh because it eliminated the possibility of 
a conference title for the school and short changed boys 
who will graduate without a second chance to wrest foot- 
ball glory for their alma mater. 

If life boiled down to a game of ball, we could agree. 
But what possible hope can there be for the future if a 
teacher is expected to value his scruples less than the 
winning score in a schoolboys’ football competition? We 
cannot officially encourage young people to avoid re- 
sponsibility for their own misdeeds in life’s early 
scrimmages and condemn them later for any failure to 
measure up as men in an adult society. The temptations 
are many and they multiply with urbanization. If we grad- 
uate students into the complexities of the community ill 
prepared for making ethical judgments about personal 
behavior, we cannot expect them to intelligently evaluate 
or contribute to the development of ethical modes of 
national and international behavior. 


Dick Collins isn’t going to remake the world with a 
single decision to punish a handful of boys for a Single 
mistake. But he has stood for principle over expediency 
in a Situation that dramatizes the choice for young people 


in terms that hit home. 


It will amount to more than a pebble in the pond if it 
motivates the leadership in our school system to under- 
take some creative planning for a curriculum that pays 
specific attention to the need for wider distribution of 
‘criteria for making moral and ethical judgments.” It is 
not a matter that should be left willy nilly to the discre- 
tion of the classroom teacher.
